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While in West Berlin all political eirclés, since the alarm of early summer
faded away, are convinced that the fronts are frozen, and that no change is
in sight, leading Commurists think that a peaceful unification of Germany has
become unfeasible, and that there is an increasing danger of clash with the

" West. The unification campaign bas to ge on, and the preséent second phase

will be followed by a third and fourth one, but this ie propaganda designed

for consimption in West Gérmany, to reach the discontented elements: the youth,
the pacifists, and the nationalists. Neither Adenauer nor his possible Social
Démocratic Party (SPD) successors will have the courage to bresk the deadlock,
but the more remiliterization becomes the official poliey and is implemented,
thie more the resistansce , espeeiglly that of the Social Democratic¢ renmk and file,
‘will increase. This is viewed as meaning that American provocations will in-
c¢rease too, and this will bring about a constant danger aituation, vhich mskes
utmost vigilance and preparedness imperative. Therefore, Eagt Germany needs its
na.tional army, a.nd the pe.rty is giving priority to this taskg .

There is still some pacifist resistance among many workere in ang Berlinm, Eall@,
and Leipzig. But the young people sre eagerly volunteering te enter thé army; so
that_many of the applicants have had to be put on the walting list. Theré is no
hope smong Commmists of coming to an understending with- the USA, ‘Co-existence
of the two camps Bécomes more and more difficult because of the growing power of
the Communist countiries. East Gérmany has become a border state, at the periphery
of ‘the Commpinist world, which has to face a constant state of emergency in the
coming years, meking it necesssry to take military initiatives early, and in good
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alignment with other Communist forees of Furcpe, and in & moment of such
confugion and unrest, so that the plans of the American interventicnists
cannot be carried ‘out, The situation in Italy, and especially in France,
will 'become in@reasingly unstable, and this will be to the advantage of

the Eést German Communist Republie, beeause only Ulbricht, under the suspices
of the Kremlin, can offer the meh 8 gusrantee against the renaissance of

a German Nazi-dominated Burope. Commmists believe it will be possible to
combing a limited East Germsn rearmsment with s popular-front policy in Paris.

Within the party, “the constant purge of unreliable elements is continuing. Gerhart
Eisler is a dead man, who sits in the Information Ministry under strict control,
not even having the right to appoint kis own stenographers. But that is the case
for all other nineteen-forty-Fivers. Jakcb Walcher, a member of the Germen Com-
munist Party (KPD) Central Committee in the early twenties, who returned to :
Berlin after a six-year sojourn in the United States as an a.nti fasvist refugee,

has been expelled from the party, and in esnsequence foreed to leave his apart-
ment on his 65th birthday, an incident whish signals the continuing striet measureg
against Western Commmists. Georg Dertinger is wnder constant supervision, and is
suspected of wanting to flee to the West Zone, while Otto Grotewohl is also regarded
as not completely relistlé. The Communist cedres consider this purge as inevitable,
because too great concessions to the bourgeois parties in East Germany were made -
origina.]_ly, and it ia now high time %o put & stop to exe.ggerat@d. tolerance towards
nonmSo:cmlist ‘elements. ‘
